Willis W. Alexander accused the Fann 
Credit Administration of seeking to 
monopolize agricultural lending in their 
push to get congressional approval of 
the proposed 19 amendments. Alex¬ 
ander charged the amendments were 
aiming at "a nationwide quaal- 
governmental banking system offering 
all types of loans at below market rates 
not only to fanners but potentially to all 
classes and types of bank customers.” 

Spokesmen for the Farm Credit 
System charge that large commercial 
bankers have access to national and in¬ 
ternational money markets unlike 
smaller banks and other farm lending 
institutions. General Counsel Frederick 


R. Medero said the amendments would 
enable smaller banks and the 
cooperative banks to compete In financ¬ 
ing export-import business. A field 
which has become increasingly attrac¬ 
tive to farmers and ranchers interested 
in gaining access to such trade outsido 
the virtual moaopoly now enjoyed by a 
Tew large international commodity 
traders. 

Some bankers have reported threats 
from Farm Credit System organiza¬ 
tions, including some Production Credit 
Association, to encourage customers to 
withdraw money from accounts in 
banks which oppose the amendments. 
This charge was denied Farm Credit 
Administration snd Federal In¬ 
termediate Credit Bank spokesmen. 
Jack Barton, president of the Federal 
Intermediate Credit Bank of Texas 


stated he never heard “and I would 
have heard" of PCA or PCA members 
deposits being withdrawn from com¬ 
mercial banks over the issue. 

Speaking before more than 1000 
agricultural bankers attending the 
ABA's National Agricultural Banking 
Conference. Alexander slid that the 
bill (H.R. 7648), to be brought before the 
"lame-duck” Congress, would "formally 
and finally create a nationwide banking 
entity exempt from any discipline of its 
monetary policy impact, exempt from 
most forms of taxation, exempt from 
the consumer protection and disclosure 
laws that we (hankers) live with." 

Alexander Identified Credit Agricole 
in France as the only other institution 
In the world like the Farm Credit 
System. 

“Last year It had a tax-exempt in- 
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come of $400 million ... It dominates 
farm finance in France to the virtual ex¬ 
clusion of all other lenders. By the time 
Credit Agricoie finally was granted 
deposit taking powers, most commer¬ 
cial bankers in France agreed that 
there was nothing that they could do to 
catch up with it," Alexander asserted. 

“The Farm Credit System Intends to 
become the American Credit Agricole," 
he charged. 'This hill would let it begin 
taking deposits overseas . . . clearly n 
prelude to domestic deposit taking. 

“An American Credit Agricnle is 
something we cannol live with - u na¬ 
tionwide quasi-government hanking 
system, offering all types of loans often 
at below-market rates not only to 
farmers but to all classes and types ol

13fh Annual Bull 
Performance Test 
Now Underway 

October 21 was the official starting 
date for the thirteenth annual bull per¬ 
formance test sponsored by tho Noble 
Foundation. Seventy-eight registered 
and commercial bulla of various breeds 
and crosses were received October 1 
and processed, after verification of 
strict entry requirements. The bulls 
will be maintained and ranked within 
these divisions throughout the 140-day 
test. Only the top Lwo-thirds of the bulls 
in each division at the end of test will 
qualify for the aale on March 21,1981. 

All bulls were fed the Bame free- 
choice ration during the 21-day warm 
up period. The warm up allowed the 
bulls to adjust to tho ration and the 
change in environment. Early In the 
feeding period the ration will be chang¬ 
ed gradually until a 85:15 concentrate 
to roughage ratio is attained. The ra¬ 
tion wUI continue to be fed free-choice 
throughout the test. 

At 28-day intervals the bulls will be 
weighed individually. Beginning with 
the second weigh period (56-day, 
Decomber 16, 1980), progress reports 
will be compiled and made available to 
consignors and other interested par¬ 
ties. 

Ten of the 24 Texas and Oklahoma 
ranches represented at this years LesL 
are consigning bulls for thoir first time 
at the teat. The 24 senior and 64 junior 
bulls include Angus, Brangus, 
Charolais, Gelbvioh, Limousin, Polled 
Hereford, Simmental, Simbrah, and 
Chianina x Angus (FI).

Beat Drought Fallout, High 
Winter Feed Costs By 
Worming Cattle Now 

The effects of this year's drought 
make it particularly important for cat¬ 
tlemen to worm their cow-calf IierdB 
this fall in order to save money In feed 
costa this winter, say Extension and in¬ 
dustry experts. 

"The drought that has hit a large 
area this year will significantly reduce 
the quality of available pasture, so cat¬ 
tlemen may have to rely more heavily 
on expensive supplemental feed," says 
Dr. B. L. Moseley, Extension 
veterinarian at the University oi 
Missouri. “And bocausc internal 
parasites restrict digestion, it will be 
more important to clean them out so 
cattle can use available feed more effi¬ 
ciently." 

Dr. Moseley adds that the ontire 
herd, both calves and cows, will benefit 
from treatment. 

“A worm load adversely affects tho 
growth of younger cattle," ho says. 
"And calves are more likely to be in¬ 
fected in the fall than at any other time 
of year because they have been on , 
pasture most the summer." 

On-going research begun In 1976 by , 
the University of Tennessee confirms 
the benefit of worming. In one group of 


field trials, 83 suckling calves treated 
with thiabendazole (TB2® 1 paste each 
gained an average 14 pounds more than 
untreated calves over a 105-day period. 

"For cows, fall Is probably the best 
t time to worm because you can clean out 

- internal parasites before calving," says 
i Dr. Robert Millar, senior technical ad- 
{ visor for MSD AGVET, a division of 

- Merck & Co., Inc., and manufacturers of 
'TBZ'. 

> "Typically, the cow must make it 
j through the stress of winter to calve, 
■ come into estrus, and then wean a 

> heavy calf. 

Dr. David Bedell, Extension 
veterinarian at the Georgia Rural 
Department Center recommends wor¬ 
ming each time cattle are moved or 
worked for health programs. 

“Cattleman dehorn, castrate and vac¬ 
cinate calves in the fall, and cows Bre 
often pregnancy checked. As long as 
the animals are In the chute, you can 
save labor if you worm them at that 
time," he says. "And here In the 
Southeast, herds will be moved to 
winter pastures soon. Treating them 
for internal parasites before they move 
will help keep the new pastures clean." 

"Cattlemen should consult their 
veterinarian to determine the level of 
parasitism in their herds," notes 
Missouri's Dr. Moseley.
